SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: NOVEMBER, 1962 


Rainfall: Not since April, 1962 did such a great extent of the State receive below normal monthly rainfall. Generally the north 
received about 75% of normal rainfall while percentages were higher on the Central Plateau and the western districts. In the central 
East Coast, lower Midlands and South East, a vast tract of country received less than 40% of average. All the eastern half of the 
State except the North-eastern highlands received less than two inches of rain. 


The lower Midlands, Central East Coast and most of the South East received less than one inch, while scattered places in these 
districts received a little under half an inch. 


Temperature: The below normal day termperatures which were a feature of October, continued over the first five days of Nov- 
ember. The first really warm period of the month was experienced between the 15th and 17th when several places in the Eastern 
half of the State recorded maxima exceeding 80°, the warmest days since the previous March. The 30th was by far the hottest day 


and at Bushy Park a temperature of 88° was recorded. 
Generally maximum temperatures were above average except in parts of the Central North and back country of the North 
West. 


Frosts and Snow: Frosts occurred on the Central Plateau on a number of mornings, the heaviest being on the 14th. Occasion- 
ally they extended to the adjacent lowlands, Central North and the Derwent Valley, but in these districts they were light. Very 
little snow fell on the highlands during the month. 


Flooding: There was no flooding throughout the month. 


Crops and Pasture: Pastures were described as good in all districts. Periods of weather suitable for the spread of potato blight 
were recorded in the North West of the State and warnings were issued by the Department of Agriculture. Gales around the middle 
of the month caused damage to some crops.
